DEFENDS ANTUCANTEEN LAW.

Its Author Says War Department's
Killing Cannot Be Sustained.

REPUBLIC SPECIAI- -
Washington, Sept. 13. Wi(bur F. Crafts,

Superintendent or the itttorm Ilureau,
makes the following statement regarding
the army canteen law:

"As the author of the anti-cante- law. I
reply to the defense of the canteen, which
was really a defense of the nullification of
tne n law.

"The republication at this time of argu-
ments in behalf cr the canteen previously
given to the whole country by General Cor-bi-n

and others is gratifying evidence that
the people have refused to accept these ex-
planations. The real Issue before the War
Department is not whether its canteen sys-
tem Is it good thing, but whether its al-
leged nullification of the law of Congress

be justified. The opinions of lawyers
as to that, rather than of military officers,
should be gathered.

"It is a matter of history that when the
Alger-Grigg- s 'interpretation appeared, i.f
the many lawyers. In Congress and out.
who expressed an opinion, the only ones to
defend that Interpretation were Honor
dealers' attorneys, and the only papers
which defended It were liiiuor organs.

"I now-- challenge an investigation of the
following facts, which seem to me to show-tha-t

the War Department's defense is a
twin of the original offense. In that its al-
leged poll of the opinion of army officers
was not an Impartial poll of all officers of
the ranks Inquired of, hut only of selected
persons, presumably sueh as would favor
Its own view, from each rank canvassed.
The impression has certain'!- - been con-
veyed that the weight of military opinion
Itself among our officers Is on the side of
the canteen, but the report itseir on its
face by no means proves this.
